Fraudulent Bills of Lading on 
Cotton Are Revealed After 


the Failure of Knight, 
Yancey & Co. 


LOSS HEAVY IN EUROPE. 


Thirty Liverpool Firms Among 
the Houses on Both Sides of 
the Ocean Which Are 
Hard Hit. 


Memphis, Tenn., Aprfi 22.—[Specia!.]—The 
$3,000,000 failure of the big cotton firm of 
Knight, Yancey & Co, of Decatur, Ala., wes 
due to a gigantic swindle, involving the use 
of fraudulent bills of ladin# for cotton. Such 
forged bills are said to have caused also 
enormous losses in Liverpoo! as well as in 
New York. 

Mr. Yancey, who fs also a member of the 
Memphis grain firm of P. A. Patrick & Co., 
said tonight: 

“The failure of Knight, Yancey & Co. was 
due to one of the biggest bunke games that 
has been pulled off in the south in years. J. 
W. Knight, our manager, is alone responsible 
for the crash. Last Sunday I wae called to 
Decatur. I had no intimation that anything 
was wrong. 

“ Knight told me on Monday that he hed 
speculated heavily and lost. In order to 
make up those lostes he obtained money 
from the firm, and covered up by working 
the bill of lading game.’’ 


Foreign Buyers Aroused. 

Atlanta, Ga., April 22.—Agents for a dozen 
foreign cottom houses atrived in Atlanta to- 
day, determined to protect their firms, if 
possible, against loss from the failure of 
* Knight, Yancey & Co. “While they are still 
in doubt as to the actual loss sustained by 
their firms, they all agree that under the 
presemt system of doing business in cotton 
great losses are possible and even easy. One 
of them said: 

“ Let us say that a long established cotton 
firm is doing business in Atlante. The buy- 
ers for this firm go out into the country and 
contract for cotton. Let us say that they 
buy 100 bales at Decatur, another 100 at 
Macon, and 2 third at Hogan. This cottonis 
shipped to Atlanta to the compress and local 
bills of lading are taken from each town to 
Atianta. At Atlanta the 300 bales are graded, 
and say tep bales taken from Decatur’s ship- 
ment and ten from another and mixed. It 
is graded to suit the market to which it is 
to be shipped. It: ie rebaled. 

“ Now, the railroads give a through rate 
from Decatur to Liverpool, let us say. So 
the firm taked the local pit! of lading for’ ido" 
bales from Decatur and get in exchange 
from the railroad a through bill from Deca- 
tur to Liverpool for 100 bales, when as a 
matter of fact only tem of the 100 Decatur 
bales have been used. When this is repeated 
indefinitely it can be seen what possibilities 
there are for fraud.

Mr. McLaren, who lives in the 
Eighth ward and is a close politica) friend of 
Commissioner of Public Worke Hanberg, 
had the active support not only of Mr. Han- 
berg but of President Foreman of the park 
board. 

Leaders in the Democratic county organi- 
zation insisted that the Democratic members 
of the board should support a candidate of 
that political persuasion. James H. Bur- 
dette, a newspaper man, is understood to be 
the candidate who has the backing of Na- 
tional Committeeman Roger C. Sullivan and 
the Democratic managers. 

The expiration of the term of office last

Alexander J. Moody was murdered, a cor- 
oner’s jury held yesterday at the close of the 
inquest in the case of the ple manufacturer, 
‘who died on Feb. 20. The jury found death 
was due to arsenical poisoning, and that the 
fatal drug had been placed by persons un- 
known in meat served to Mr. Moody in his 
own home. ) 

By the finding-the state's atorney is called 
on to prosecute a further investigation into 
the case with the object of apprehending 
those guilty. 

The verdict follows: 

“* We, the jury, find that Alexander Moody 
came to his death from arsenical poisoning; 
said arsenical poisoning injected into ham- 
burger steak in large quantities. And from 
the evidence presented we, the jury, are un- 
able to determine who placed the arsenic in 
the hamburger steak, but believe that a 
crime has been committed, and, therefore, 
recommend that the authorities investigate 
with a view to ascertaining who the guilty 
person or persons are, and when ascertained, 
we recommend that they be held to fhe grand 
jury.”

Widow the Chief Witness. 

Mrs. Moody, the widow, was the chief wit- 
ness of the day. Harry Moedy, the second 
son of the pie maker, also testified, as did 
Peter Peterson, alias Reilley, the coachman 
and man of all work of the Moody family.

Hence, the bills are ne- 
gotiable paper in any cotton market. 

“Let the shipper be a big one. Let him 
tell the agent that he has cotton to ship 
and requires five care at once, It is possible 
the cara are not available at once, So, to 
satisfy the shipper the agent may prepare 
bills of lading for the cotton to be shipped. 
It may never be shipped. But the bills may 
be negotiated at any cotton center.” 


HUGE LOSSES ABROAD. 

LIVERPOOL, April 22.—Consternation was 
aroused here today by circulated statements 
that forged bills of lading for cotton pur- 
porting to have been shipped from the United 
States had been uncovered. 

The alleged fraudulent methods, it was 
said, involved cotton vamed at $2,500,000, and 
in addition to thirty Liverpool concerns it 
was stated that several continental cotton 
houses were heavy losers. 

The Bcho says that the method of using the 
alleged false bills of lading was to append 
facsimile carriers’ signatures to bills of 
lading sent with drafts to this side of the 
ocean before the cotton was delivered by car- 
riers, and that importers in many cases paid 
such drafts. When the practice was discov- 
ered the steamship companies withheld de- 
liveries until the bills of lading were verified. 

The Bcho says an investigation made by 
importers shows that not only were a num- 
ber of these bills of lading spurious but that 
there actually was no cotton against some 
of them. 

Stirred by Alabama Failure. 

Sensational reports of the failure of the 
Alabama cotton firm of Knight, Yancey & 
Co., in which Liverpool cotton houses were 
heavy losers, added to the excitement. A 
cable dispatch from New Orleans stated that 
the concern was short in Liverpool 25,000 
bales, in Havre 8,000 bales, and in Genoa 
6,000 bales. This would make a tota] loss 
at current quotations of more than $3,000,000. 

In Liverpool twenty-six firms are believed 
to have been effected by the failure of the 
Alabama concern. A majority of them, how- 
ever, will be able to tide over the situation. 

The heads of some ofthe houses in Liver- 
pool will proceed to the United States by the 
first er available in order to investi- 
gate the situation.

SURPRISE TO DEFENSE. 


| Demise of Chrisman Reviewed on 


Stand by Woman with 
Him at Death. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 22-—Seven days 
after Dr. B. C. Hyde gave Mise Stella. 
Swope a box of candy the young woman 
developed typhoid fever, testified Miss Anna 
Houlihan, a nurse, at the Swope murder 
trial today. Thus for the first time was the 
question of candy brought into the case. 

The mention of the candy came asa sur- 
prise to Dr. Hyde and his counsellers. Dr. 
Hyde moved over to his attorneys and en- 
tered into a conference. Mrs. Hyde joined 
the group. For several minutes they talked 
earnestly. 

*It- is a significant feature, but I cannot 


“| say just what will develop from it,’ said 


Special Prosecutor James A. Reed. Attor- 
neys for Dr. Hyde said they did not regard 
the testimony seriously. 

The death of Chrisman Swope and the ill- 
ness of Margaret Swope were reviewed by 
Miss Houlihan, who caused the threatened 
walkout of the nurses at the Swope home and 
demanded an investigation of Dr. Hyde on 
Dec. 18. 


Says He Handled Body Roughly. 

In telling of Dr. Hyde’s actions after Chris- 
man Swope died she said 

“Dr. Hyde grasped the dead man by the 
feet and turned him around in bed.”’ 

** How did he do it?’ asked Attorney Reed. 

“ Roughly,” she replied. 

In attempting to imitate the moans of 
Chrisman and Margaret Swope the witness 
gave utterance to a cry of anguish. Specta- 
tors, unaware of her intention, rose quickly, 
thinking ill had befallen her. 

The nurse's story of Miss Swope’s iliness 
corroborated the testimony previously given 
by Miss Keller. The arm into which Dr, 
Hyde made an injection, supposedly of a 
harmless oil, was in a badly swolien condi- 
tion and the patient complained of it hurting 
her, Miss Houlihan said. 

On Dec. 18, Dr. Hyde returned from New 
York and soon after his arrival gave Mar- 
garet Swope a capsule, said the witness. 

“ What happened then?” asked Mr. Reed. 

“ Margaret passed into a convulsion,” re- 
plied Miss Houlihan.. ** Her symptoms were 
the same as those shown by Chrisman Swope. 
Her body drew up and quivered in the same 
manner. She moaned. A state of coma fol- 
lowed.” 


Description of Convulsion. 


Miss Houlihan's description of the con- 
vulsion suffered by Chrisman Swope follow- 
ing the administering of @ capsule by Dr. 
Hyde was similar to that Miss Keller gave 
yesterday of the attack of Col. Swope under 
similar circumstances. 

“ After the convulsion, what state was the 
patient in?’ queried Mr. Reed. 

‘* A state of coma,” replied the witness. 

Dr. Hyde, said the witness, ordered a hot 
pack for the patient. 

“TI put him im the peck and placed hot 
water bottles around him," said the nurse. 
“ He did not perspire after being in the pack 
an hour and a quarter, so Dr. Hyde ordered 
the bottles taken away. Dr. Hyde left the 
house and I replaced the bottles and the 
patient perspired. He talked to me and ap- 
peared to be rational. 

“Dr. Elmer Twyman came in 
afterward Chrisman became unmanageable. 
The physician tied Swope'’s legs together, 
gave him a hypodermic, and put him beak in 
bed. e patient then became more quiet.'* 


Tells of Chrisman’s Death. 

Dr. Hyde returned to the house directly 
afterward, said the witness. She showed 
Chrisman Swope to him and told what had 
happened. 

“ He seems to be getting along alli right,’’ 
Miss Houlihan testified Dr. Hyde said. “Give 
him his medicine.” 

Dr. Hyde then gave her @ capsule and she 
administered it to the patient, ehe said. 

“Mr. Swope became restiess half an hour 
after I gave him the capsule, so I called Dr. 
Hyde,”’ continued the witness. “ He did not 
come to the room for fifteen minutes. 

“When Dr. Hyde did come he told me to 
go to my dinner, saying he would remain 
with the patient. I wentoutandate. Upon 
returning I found the patient lying crosswise 
on theebed. Dr. Hyde said Mr. Swope had 
had. another convulsion, . The patient was 
unconscious.” 

“ How was the patient’s pulse?” asked Mr. 
Reed. 

“ Rapid,” said Miss Houlihan.

These, 
which are in the hands of a few close friends, 
publishers, and editors, had not been offered 
for publication. Together with several scraps 
and pieces of unfinished material, the author 
had given these manuscripts over into the 
hands of these literary executors to be dis- 
posed of after his death as they saw fit.

The funeral of Mr. Clemens will be held 
at 3 o'clock tomorrow afternoon in the Brick 
Presbyterian church, Fifth avenue and Thir- 
ty-seventh street. The Rev. Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke of Princeton, who was a close friend 
of the humorist for many years, will conduct 
the simple service, after which the body will 
be taken to Elmira for interment. 

The second service, at the home of Gen. 
Langdon in Elmira on Sunday afternoon, 
will be as simple as the first. The Rev. 
Joseph Twitchell of Hartford will conduct 
the service, to which only Mrs. Osesip Gabril- 
owitach, her husband, members of the Lang- 
don family, and the. closest friends of the 
dead writer will be present. Interment will 
be in the Clemens plot, where Mrs. Clemens 
and the children are buried. 

There will be, some time within the next 
ten days, a memorial service held by many 
prominent men in all walks of life in New 
York who desire to show their respect for the 
writer. 

Did Not Compose Epitaph. 

Elmira, N. Y., April 22.—Mr. Clemens did 
not compose the beautiful epitaph which is 
the marker over the grave of his daughter, 
Olivia Susan, in Woodlawn cemetery here, 
“ Warm summer sun, shine kindly here.’’ 
Magazines of the country credited it to him 
at the time the marker was set and again a 
few years later. At Mr. Clemens’ demand 
the epitaph was inclosed in quotations and 
the name of the author, Richardson, chiseled 
below.

INSURANCE OFFICIAL ADVISES 
HEAD OF COMPANY BE RETIRED. 


New York Superintendent Recommends 
Action Affecting Lewis H. Vail After 
Inquiry Into Affairs of Dutchess Fire. 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y., April 22—As a result 
Of an investigation of the affairs of the 
Dutchess Fire Insurance company of this 
city by State Superintendent Hotchkiss and 
his examiners, the superintendent tonight 
recommended the retirement of Lewis H. 
Vail as president and director of the com- 
pany. i a statement regarding the inves- 
‘tigation he said: ; 

“Facts developed seemed to require an 
examination of' the affairs of the Dutchess 
Insurance company, which prior to 1907 had 
been officered by the persons and had 
done business from the e@ principal office 
as the Dutchess Fire Instirance company, but 
which had been seriously impaired as a re- 
sult of the San Francisco confiagration. 
“It is claimed that the older company’s 
losses in San Francisco were so great as to 
wipe out its capital and surplus and compel 
it to settle with loss claimants at much less 
than par. Some claimants were paid thirty 
cents op the dollar, settlements being made 
direct. Suits involving possible attachments 
were, however, threatened and the officers 
devised a plan ‘whereby a local attorney and 
certain of the directors borrowed funds with 
which funds loss claims were purchased at 
a discount, but ultimately paid for to such 
attorney at the face value of each claim, 
resulting in a salvage to the stockholders of 
upwards of $80,000. This, up to the present 
time, has been concealed.” ” 


CONTRIBUTORY NEGLIGENCE 
IF YOU GO TOO NEAR THE MULE. 


Missouri Court Rules on Important 
Point in Case Involving the Ill 
Humor of “Jesse James.”’ 


Macon, Mo., Aprilb 22.—That a person who 
ventures too near the protesting hoofs of a 
Missouri mule, when the animal is clearly in 
an ill humor, is guilty of contributory neg- 
ligence was a point sustained by the Macon 
County Circuit court today. 

Broad Johnson, a driver: employed in a 
mine here, was driving the mule Jesse Jamés 
along the mine entry on Nov. 6, 1008, when 
the alr underground became so foul as to 
disturb the mule’s placid temperament.

PUBLICITY MAY DELAY IT 


Action Partly Depends ‘on Out- 
come of Move Against the 
Cotton Pool. 


(BY A STAFF ge enema rd 

Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.)— 
Information was refused by all government 
Officials today as to the plans of the depart- 
ment of justice for the inquiry into the opera- 
tions of the Chicago board of trade. Attor- 
ney General Wickersham refused to com-~ 
ment on the matter. 

The fact that the plans of the department 
to investigate the board’s operations have 
become public may have the effect of tem- 
porarily delaying action. 

The government’s move against the cotton 
pool in New York now is engrossing the at- 
tention of the department of justice, and it is 
admitted by officials of the department that 
any move against grain or produce exchanges 
for the control of prices or markets will de- 
pend largely upon the success the govern- 
ment has in prosecuting the cotton operators. 


Under Scrutiny Before. 

The Chicago board of trade has been under 
the scrutiny of the government before, and 
President Merrill and other officials testified 
to the board’s operations not long ago when 
the house committee on agriculture was con- 
sidering a bill to prevent all dealing in 
futures, 

It was said in other high circles, however, 
that steps have been taken to investigate 
thoroughly the operation “not only of the 
board of trade, but of other produce ex- 
changes in Chicago, to determine whether 
they actually control the prices of products 
and fix those prices by arbitrary agreement 
for produce and grain moving in interstate 
commerce, 


REPORT CAUSES SURPRISE. 


Chicago board of trade men professed sur- 
prise and indignation when they heard the 
reports of the investigation. 

The contention of the dealers is that the 
board as an institution in no way affects 
prices, but simply affords a market where 
supply and demand may have free play in 
fixing the true, just, natural price. 

“We would be as anxious as any one to 
stop the cornering of the market,"’ said Pres- 
ident A. J. White of the board. “‘ Every time 
such a deal as that of Patten in wheat last 
year is put through it hurts legitimate busi- 
ness, but there is no way to prevent it except 
by action against the individual under the 
laws. We have an open market here, and we 
cannot say just how much a man may or may 
not buy of any commodity.” 


Agents Watch Produce Methods. 

The investigation of the price fixing 
methods of the Chicago butter and egg board 
and the Eilgin board of trade progressed 
during the day. Special agents of the de- 
partment of justice were said to be delving 
into the operations of these two boards and 
to be interviewing various creamery men 
and butter dealers.

The law declares unlawful “every com- 
binetion in the form of trust or otherwise, 
or conspiracy in restraint of trade or com- 
merce among the several states or with 
foreign nations.” Whenever it shall be 
possible to prove the existence of such a 
combination on a cotton, grain, or butter 
exchange, hit it and hit it hard; That 
will do more for the consumers than 
reams of anti-option legislation. 


BENJAMIN D. MAGRUDER. 

From one point of view it was cruel to 
deny Judge Magruder a ret#iection \ four 
years ago after twenty-one years of faith- 
ful service. It meant turning him out at 
the age of 68 to earn his living as a prac- 
ticing lawyer as- best he could. Men do 
not accumulate fortunes on the Supreme 
court bench. 

The refusa) of a_ retlection, harsh 
though it seemed, was an act of justice to 
the people. He was too old to be given 
another term. During the. last two or 
three years of service old age and hard 
work, for he was an indefatigable work- 
er, had begun to tell on bim and had 
somewhat impaired his usefulness. He had 
ceased to be the predominant member of 
the court he once was. 

There have been: greater judges on the 
Illinois Supreme bench, but none of more 
positive intellectua] integrity than Judge 
Magruder, none who was a greater lover 
of justice as he saw it, and none more 
fearless in maintaining a position once de- 
liberately taken. He had the constructive 
judicial mind and was not a slave of prec- 
edent. These were the qualities which 


-won-him retlection when he was in his 


prime. \ 

The relegation of Judge Magruder to pri- 
vate life after he had about worn himself 
out in the public service is one of the in- 
stances to which men point when they 
argue for pensions for retiring judges who 
have served long and well.

The name Tiffany is, of course, the English corrup- 
tion of the Breton name Tiphaine, so familiar as that 
of the Breton wife of Du Guesclin. 

There hove been several dukedoms of Richmond, 
taking their title from Richmond castle; and Henry 
VII. was Earl of Richmond before his accession to 
the throne. After him a son of Heury VIIL, was Duke 
of Richmond. 

He was created Duke of Richmond and of Somerset 
‘when 6 years old by his father, who was devoted. to 


“him. But he died when barely 18 years of age, after 


marrying, without the sanction of his father, the Barl 
of Surrey’s sister, Lady Mary Howard. Henry VIIL 
seems to have resented this match and to have con- 
sidered that Lord Surrey had taken an undue ad- 
vantage of the fact that he had confided the duke to 
his care, and this was the real réason why some time 
afterwards he sent Lord Surrey, so famous as & 
statesman, a warrior, and a poet, to the scaffold on 
the ridiculous pretext of undue assumption of the her- 
aldic bearings of Edward the Confessor—a. quarter- 
ing to which he had a right, and which his family, 
the Howards, headed by the Duke of Norfolk, use 
today. 

Then there was that fourth Duke of Lennox, who 
was created Duke of Richmond by Charlies I., and who 
was so chivalrous in his devotion to that il) fated 
monarch, paying his last duty to the king by placing 
him in his tomb at Windsor. The duke is one of the 
most conspicuous figures on that well known paint- 
ing representing the funeral of Charles I., and of his 
coffin being borne into St. George's chapel in a biind- 
ing snowstorm and covered with a fall of snow. 

This dukedom of Richmond and that of Lennox 
became extinct through the death of the sixth Duke 
of Lennox and the third Duke of Richmond of this 
creation, in 1672; and then King Charles Il. bestowed 
both dukedoms upon his natural son by his lovely 
Breton favorite, Louise de Querouailles, Duchesse 
d’'Aubigny, in. France, and Duchess of Portsmouth, in 
England. It is from that Duke of Richmond that the 
present duke is descended in a straight line. 

_——_ 

Through the marriage of Lord Wolverhampton’s 
son and heir, the Hon. Henry Fowler, to Evelyn, the 
only daughter of Lord Wrottesley, one of the young- 
est families of the peerage will become united with 
the oldest. For Lord Wrottesley can trace his direct 
and unbroken male descent further. back than any 
other member of the peerage. Lord Wolverhampton, 
who is 80 years of age, is lord president of the privy 
council in the present Liberal administration, and has 
ever since the accession of the King, been his - ad- 
viser with regard to ‘a’ number of-financial invest- 
ments, and the trustee of certain funds, instituted by 
both his majesty and by his mother, the late Queen 
Victoria. 

The latter made it a practice throughout her reign 
to have one and sometimes two #Gvi for her per- 
manent investments, for the care of her sedgurities, and 
for the management of her personal fortune in gen- 
eral. During a part of her life it was the late Lord 
Sydney; later on it was Viscount Cross, a Tory states- 
man of cabinet rank; and towards the close of her 
reign she, at his suggestion, associated Lord Wolver- 
hampton, who was then Sir Henry Fowler, in the du- 
ties of adviser with regard to her estate, 

Lord Wolverhampton was, and still remains, a con- 
firmed Radical, which does not prevent him from be- 
ing the most conservative of all the king’s counselors 
in every matter relating to his sovereign’s invest- 
ments, and in the management of such of his. property 
as is immune from parliamentary supervision and 
control, 

~- 


Lord Wolverhampton is the son of a Methodist: min- 
ister. Born in Sunderland, he adopted the profession 
of law, not as a member of the bar, but as «@ solicitor, 
and was the first member of that branch of the legal 
calling to attain the rank of cabinet. minister, just: in 
the same way that he was the first Mothodist to ever 
receive a seat in the privy council, of which he is 
now president. 

The acknowledged champion of the nonconformist 


‘element, he carried the parish council law, a most 


revolutionary piece of legislation, through parliament 
in the teeth of the opposition ‘of the ‘ established 
church, the entire bench of archbishops and bishops,- 
and of the squirearchy; and while secretary of state 
for India a marvelous speech which he delivered on 
the subject of cotton duties ‘saved the cabinet to 
which he belonged. from what seemed to be certain 
defeat, winning for it, not its ordinary majority of 
40, but one of 196. 

The man who can thus sway a legislature by. means 
of eloquent oratory and convincing argument is .a 
statesman of no mean order, and it has always seemed 
strange to me that he should not be more widély 
known than he is to the people ef America. 

Like others of strong character and powerful :indi- 
viduality, he is possessed of certain idiosyncrasies: ; 
One of these is his positive aversion to riding, in | 
carriage with his face to the horse’s tall, and ai- 
though as lord president of the privy council he is 
one of the grandest dignitaries of the realm, he will 
insist on sitting with his back to the horses.
